4 Man Whe Seems te Have Been Born 
*Under an Uniucky Star. 


** That some men are born under an un- 
lucky star, I verily believe,” says a writer 
in the Pittsburg Dispatch. “ Fatality 
sureiy follows some men, and try as they 
will they cannot avoid it. It was so in th 
case of my brother‘; misfortune followed 
him from the cradle to his grave.

I remember how, when a boy, sitting in a 
high chair, he fell from his seat into a tub 
of scalding water, scalding his feet eo severe- 
ly that it was months before he had fully 
recovered, All during his childhood and 
boyhood he had a greater number of acci- 
dents thanusually befaffreckless youngsters. 
When he grew up the first serious accident 
which befel him was one day when he was 
grinding a chisel. The tool slipped, ht 
hand got caught in the machinery—it wasa 
steam grindstone—and the back of his hand 
and half his thamb. were sacrificed. Shortly 
after this he was working at a machine ina 


manufactory when he had two fingers taken 
off. In adjusting a mowing machice some 
time after this the blade took off another 
finger. Notonly in accidents was he un- 
fortunate, but he seemed to be marked for 
all sorts of mistakes and blunders in which 
he was always the sufferer. One evenin 
he took a walk down Liberty street, an 
was standing looking at a building, when 
three tough looking men began to eye him; 
then he heard one say: ‘ Yes, that’s our 
man ; go for him.’ He told me he did not 
know what made him do it, but as soon as 
the fellow said this he was seized with an 
impulse to run, and he followed it. He 
was ap athietic man, and soon got the lead 
of the three tellows who followed him, but 
not until he reached Soho did hesucceed in 
eluding them. There he hid ina sawmill. He 
had not the least idea for what the men were 
chasing him, but knew instinctively that 
it-was dangerous to fall into their hands, 
When he had hidden there for a long time 
he came out only to be chased again ; but 
he reached home insafety. While working 
in a mill shortly after this some white hot 
molten metal splashed upon the palm of 
his hand and burnt its way through.

The tollowing resolution was adopted at- 
the annual meeting of tne Manitoba Central 
Farmer’s Institute, held at Brandon, Maz., 
the other day. Moved by R. EB. A. Leech, 
seconded by Henry Nichol, and resolved : — 

(1) That in the opinion of this institate 
the great lakes and the St. Lawrence River 
urnish a valuable natural highway for the 
commerce of a great part of the Northwest 
on both sides of the international bounda- 
ry ; and in order that the public may enjoy 
the fall benefit of that highway the canals 
along the route ought, in the immediate 
future, to be enlarged so as to accommodate 
ocean shipping. 

(2) That such a deepening o the through 
channel is even now urgently demanded for 
the accommodation of the fast increasing 
traffic of the country west and northwest 
of the lakes ; and it will, if accomplished, 
by materially reducing the cost of trans- 
portation, greatly encourage immigration 
to this district, and most actively promote 
the development and presperity of the 
country on both sides of the line. 

(3) That the Government of Canada,hav- 
ing undertaken many years ago the deep- 
ening of the St. Lawrence Canals to four- 


teen feet, that work ought to be pushed 
forward to completion with the utmost 
possible diligence. 

(4) That inasmuch as the works now 
in progress on the u lakes are calcu- 
lated to furnish, within the next two 

ears, a channel of twenty feet in depth 
rom the head of the lakes to Buffalo, it 
is most essential in the interests of the 
Northwest, as well as of the country at 
large, that the depth of the Welland and 
St. Lawrence Canals sheuld be further in- 
soas to mahea channel of a uni- 

form depth ot twenty feet to the ocean. 

(5) That inasmuck as the entire route is 
essentially an international one, and as the 
canals forming part thereof on either side 
of the line are by international treaty ded- 
ivcated to the use of the citizens of both 
countries on equal terms, the work and the 
expense of further deepening the Welland 
and St. Lawrence systems ought to be 
undertaken and borne by both Govern- 
ments, so that the two countries shall con- 
tribute to the entire cost of the undertaking 
im proportion to their respective interests 
therein. 

(6) That $e whole water route from the 
head of the Iakes in the sea should be put 
under the control of a permanent joint 
commieeion, to be appointed by both coun- 
tries, and its protection should be guaran- 
teed by international treaty.

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GREAT BRITAIN AT SEL. 


THE PERCENTAGE OF AMERICAN 
TRAFFIC BRITANNIA CONTROLS. 


The United States Carry Only One and a- 
Malt Per Cent. of the Commerce To and 
From Eurepe—The British Get Anne- 
ally From the Yankees $140,000,000 
Wer Carrying Their Fretght. 

Much ‘has been heard in recent times of 
British sea power, but it remains for the 
Social {Economist of New York to present 
the subject in a new and, from the Ameri- 
can point of view, not agreeable aspect. 
It has been so long a cardinal doctrine of 
the Englishman that Britannia rules the 
waves, and so generally acknowledged by 
other nations, that a mere re-statement of 
the fact would attract but little attention. 
The Economist, however, tells us just what 
percentage of American traffic Britannia 
controls and how much per cent. there is 
in the operation. The figures are such as 
to give some idea of the enormous resources 
of tke United Kingdom. The writer in 
The Economist is distinctly hostile to Brit- 
ish commerce, but he states the facts as 
they are. Of the 1,238 millions of com- 
merce carried to and from Europe in 1892, 
the ships of the United States had as their 
share one and a half per cent. Half a 
million dollars daily, payable in gold, if de- 
manded, is the debt incurred by the United 
States through the employment of foreign 
ships to do their business. Up tiil 1861 
the United States carried more than their 
share of the total commerce between Europe 
and America, but since the beginning of 
the civil war there has been a steady de- 
cline. The proportion of American tonnage 
entered and cleared in the United Kingdom 
in the American trade was 62.68 per cent. 
in 1853, 66.59 in 1860, 22.10 in 1870, 6.82 
in 1880, and 2.50 in 1888. During the same 
period the British tonnage engaged in the 
trade increased from 33.73 in 1853 to 90.50 
in 1888, while foreign bottoms, which 
carried 3.59 per cent. in 1853, carried 7 
per cent. in 1888. 


These figures move The Economist 
writer to polite profanity, and this is how 
he gives expression to his feelings :— 

“Thus it appears that a single foreign 
nation, the wily rival of our halcyon days, 
who has not kept faith in carrying out a 
free shipping policy, the hateful oppreseor 
of detenceless ple, the depreciator of 
prices all over the world, the unrelenting 
enemy of silver money, the miserly de- 
mander of gold for debts, has almost mono- 
polized the foreign trade and transportation 
of the United States. Itis an interesting 
question to what extentare we, firancially, 
in the toils of this domineering ‘creditor 
nation’? Asalready stated, foreign ship- 

ing has been receiving from our trade not 

ess than two hundred millions annually. 
The British share of this is over two-thirds. 
Including insurance, it may be taken at 70 
per cent., and will reach the following

tician it may be deduced that sixty or 
sixty-five millions represents British inter- 
est due from the United States. Add to 
this for residence abroad, and we have not 
exceeded seventy millions. It is,therefore, 

lain that our foreign tax is twice as great 
or shipping service as for interest ac- 
count,whether we have regard to Europe 
or Great Britain, and that our total foreign 
tax is abouc $863,000 daily, and over six 
millions a week.” 

The end of itall is that the people of the 
United States are implored to own their 
marine, do the carrying of their foreign 
trade, and get from under the thumb of an 
oppressor who refuses to take depreciated 
silver, or silver certificates, in return for 
the work done, and demands gold or gold 
bonds, The financial crisis is said to be 
largely due to this ‘‘domineering creditor 
nation,” which, not content with drawing

PROSPECTIVE WHEAT PRICES. WITT, SOON BE A SCIEBCE. 


The Visible Supply is the Largest Ever 
Before Known at this Seasen- 

If one were to look fer facts upon which 
to base a hope of materially higher prices 
for wheat in the near fature, it would be 
very difficult to find them, ssys the Minne- 
apolis Market Record. They do not exist 
in the stocks of wheat in store at the begin- 
ning of the new crop year, nor are they 
found in the probabilities of yields of wheat 
for this crop season. They are not found in 
® probable shortage of wheat for consamp- 
tion in any large section of the globe. Stocks 
of wheat for the whole world over were 
seldom so large as they are now, nor have 
they been often eo large in any important 
wheat growing country. The visible sup- 
ply was larger at this time a year ago than 
ever before at thie season, and it is larger 
now than ever before, excepting last year, 
by more than 12 million bushels, and only 
5 million bushels smaller than last year, 
the largest supply ever known. In spite of 
the dry and hot weather in. the spring 
wheat region now, and the dry weather in 
the winter wheat region when winter 
wheat needed rain, the total crop of this 
country promiees to be of 

LARGER YIELD THAN LAST YEAR, 


and in spite of rust and unsettled weather 
during June and the fore part of July in 
many coun tries of Europe, the crop there 
promises to be a full average and larger 
than last year. There is BO reason to sup= 
pose that the grain supply coming into the 
markets of the world this season will be 
smaller than last season. It follows, there- 
fore,that at the beginning of the harvest of 
1895, there will be a burden of wheat upon 
the markets quite as heavy as that upon 
them now. That, with the unsatisfactory 
condition of finances, seems not to promise 
even a hope of materially higher prices for 
wheat or ite products during the crop eea- 
son of 1894 and 1895. It is as well to look 
these matters square in the face to save 
future disappointment, and even better to 
meet the disappointment after the results 
are accomplished. 

The spring wheat yield may be smaller 
than it was last year, or it may not. Of 
this, however, we are assured, which is 
that the complaints were quite as serious a 
year ago. Winter wheat will unquestion- 
ably show a larger yield when the facts 
are finally established than last year, and 
although

may be less, it is very well understood 
now that the crop of winter wheat will be 
more than enough larger than last year to 
make up the difference, if any, in spring 
wheat. 

France has a larger crop than last year. 
The United Kindgom has alae er crop than 
last year. Some, at least, of the eastern 
states of Zurope have a larger crop than 
last year, and unimportant ones only seem 
to have grown less than a year ago. 
Rassia but little is yet fully known. Some- 
times the reports are of a yield greatly 
exceeding the yield of last year ; sometimes 
the reports are of unsettled weather and 
rust, which would bring the total yield be- 
low that of last year, but to anyone who 
has given these matters attention in past 
years, there seems to be no evidence, quite 
conclusive, that the Russian yield will be 
below the ordinary production of that 
country. With all these facts and conclu- 
sions against higher prices, it seems al- 
most hopeless to look for any important 
event to produce higher prices this season. 
An advance to equal carrying charges may 
be secured, but if it is, that is about all 
that can reasonably be expected. As much 
was not secured for the last crop, nor for 
the previous one. A year ago wheat fell 
nearly as low as it isnow. It has been 
higher since, but the end of the old season 
and the beginning of the new finds condi- 
tions similar te last year. ~

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HISTORY OF 
FROM ITS INFANCY. 
Acrenantics Ececiving Mach Attention in 

the Last Wears of the Century—Ba 
Litéle Mere than 168 Years since the 
Mentgelfer Brothers Wade the laitial 
Trip With a Bet Air Beg—The Latest 
Eaventions tm Earepe Are Steered A- 

gainst the Wind—Pregress Expected. 

It is only 111 years since the Montgo!fier 
brothers sailed in the air a balloon filled with 
heated air, a crude affair at best ; now the 
latest developments and investigations of 
Langley, Maxim, and Holland are becoming 
well known to the public. Bat it is only 
within a few years that any real progress 
has been made. June 5, 1783, Joseph 
Montgolfier, at Annonay, France, assisted 


by his brother Stephen, sent up a balloon’ 


made of varnished paper. They are credited 
with being “‘the first that ever burst into 
that unknown sea.” But in ancient times 
mechanical flight was spoken of in the clas- 


‘sics, as, for instance, the fable of Dedalus 


and Icarus in Greek mythology. In the 
latter part of the fifteenth century the 
natural philosopher, Dante (not the poet) 
is said to have sailed several times over 
Lake Trasymene, in Italy, by means of a 
pair of wings, till in decending too rapidly 
he broke his leg; later still, a smith at 
Sable, France, wasable to decend obliquely 
through the air by means of wings; but 
could not lift himself, There are also 
traditions of the airship of Laurent in 1709, 
that of the Jesuit priest, Lara, and finally 
that of the Portuguese, Guzman, of whom 
it is maintained that he invented an arj 
balloon with hydrogen gas, which burst at 
& great altitude, and came down about 
twelve miles from Parie, where the super- 
stitious peasants destroyed it with hayforks 
and flails. . 
THEY CARRIED PASSENGERS 


The first ascension with passengers was 
undertaken by the marquis d’Ariande and 
Pilatre de Rozier, coming down in twenty-; 
five minutes at a distance of five miles from 
the starting point. Dr. John Jeffries, a 
graduate of Harvard, made in 1785 the first 
passage by balloon from England to France 
with the aeronaut Blanchard, paying him 
over £700 for the cost of the trip. The trip 
occupied two hours only. A monument was 
erected at the poiat of debarkation and Mr. 
Jeffries was much feted by the municipal
